WARMTH UP-TO-DATE. 


|. ai 


The art of keeping warm,is a subject which 
must, of necessity interest all housekeepers 
at, this time:of year. In’ the’ Buitish; home 
there are many heating’ methods employed, 
fot with our changeable climate-and the un- 
certainty of a lengthy period of ‘intense ‘cold, 
the general installation of, central heatin 
plant has not proved practicable. It is es 
easier, of course, to deal with a climate which 
practically guarantees cold and frosty weather 
for three or four months at least. 

But although céntral heating is not. suitable 
for all British homes, there is now a system 
of central warming which gives most, satis- 
factory results. This is carried out by means 
of a small coke stove which supplies hot water 
and also warms the atmosphere of the house 
by means of pipes and one or two radiators 
to a degree of 50 Fahrenheit. — . Electric 
radiators and fires are then employed for 
**top heat’’ to raise the temperature still 
higher as desired. This is a very: economical 
way of using electricity for heating as very 
little extra heat is necessary as a. rule. 

In this and many other ways has warming 
the ‘home been brought up-to-date: 

en choosing new stoves one is parti- 
cularly attracted to those which will accom- 
modate themselves to varying circumstances. 
One such ‘stove will not only burn all kinds of 
fuel—coal, coke, anthracite, wood‘ and the 
rubbish—but also. can be ‘used as an open 
fire; or closed will burn with slow combustion. 

It can easily ae Se and is no trouble 
to keep in order, and the temperature of the 
room can be kept even day and night. 

Portable warming apparatus, too, has” dis- 
tinct advantages.~ An electrified screen which 
radiates comfort» and -cosiness behind and 
around one’s chair or bed has much to recom- 
mend it, and the chilly-footed person can 
write or réad in comfort, if possessed of an 
electric floor. mat or footstool. : 

An all-the-year-round deyice is the brass or 
sonnet fire - screen ‘which, :on. cold days, 
discloses an unsuspected heating surface— 
hidden at other times behind a detachable 
ornamental front. “The screen radiator is 
just connected by a fiex cord to an ‘electric 
plug. in, the ordinary way. | 

Up-to-date electric. fires can be regulated 
to three degrees of heat, and by one of the 
latest arrangements for bedroom comfort the 
heat can be switched. on and off from a 
switch at the door or by the side of the bed, 
a detail which is mach appreciated on a 
chilly morning! - 4

be cleaned in the same way in which real 
oak: or other woods are t The best 
method of cleaning furniture of the former 
kind is to scour the top well with a piece of 
coarse kitchen flannel, wrung out of a warm 
lather, to which borax has n added. A 
fresh piece of flannel should then be slightly 
damped with Kerdeene, and rubbed quickly 
over the surface. White enamel furniture 
should be washed “with warm, soapy water, 
dried as dry as possible, and then rubbed 
with a flannel dipped in dry whiting. Give 
@ final: rub with a clean leather. 

To clean upholstered sofas and chairs the 
. tapestry or brocade covering should first be 
well brushed, then wiped lightly with a 
flannel dipped in clear alcohol. The flannel 
must be rung out in soapsuds as soon as it 
becomes soiled, or the dirt will stain the 
upholstery. If the flannel is wrung out 
thoroughly the alcohol will not hurt the 
lightest ~colourings, but will freshen them 
considerably. 

Bamboo furniture may be easily cleaned 
wit!. a small brush dipped iu warm water, 
to which salt has been added. The salt pre- 
vents it from turning yellow, ahd the wash- 
ing keeps the ‘amboo bright. Rub very dry 
with a soft cloth. . 

Leather-covered chairs will be greatly im- 
pr-ved by rubbing with warm linseed oil. 
The oil, is good íor the leather and makes 
them much brig! ' -r. ' 

Walnut furniture looks hetter if occasion- 
ally rubbed over with a paraffin rag before 
polishing. Mahogriy is ‘improved if the sur- 
face is cated with cold tea befove polishing. 

Painted furniture should be cleaned with a 
cloth wrung out of paraffin and rubbed with 
a soft cloth bearing a mere trace of vaseline. 
> A good furniture polish, which is remark- 
able for the bri,,.t and glossy surface which 
it gives to wood, may be made by simply 
mixing. equal. parts of vinegar, sweet oil and 
methylated spirits together. Keep in a 
bottle, and shake well before using. 

_ Indentations in furnitars can be brought 
out by wetting the mark, making a pad of 
w ol and placing a hot iron on top. 
_.-JRepeat as often as desired, but keep the 
“spot wet. A scratch on polished furniture 
can cfiten be obliterated by rubbing at once 
with a juicy :Brazi] nut. First remove the 
shell. 

Grease spots on old oak furniture can be 
safely removed by means of ordinary beer.

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PLAN FOR DUBLIN 
OPERA SEASON. 


SIR THOMAS BEECHAM’S 
OFFER, 


IRELAND INCLUDED IN 
HIS SCHEME.

Dublin is being invited to take part in 
jie Imperial League of Opera, which was 
started in England a few months ago with 
ihe object of providing a basis or the 
production of opera without regard for 
profits. Sir Thomas Beecham, founder of 
the League, started the Dublin campaign 
last Saturday with a speech to the 
udience assembled. at the Theatre Roy l 
for a concert of operatic music; and he 
announced that an agency of the League 
is to be established in Dublin to give 
to the League’s proposals, 
Beecham said that it had been 
a matter of regret to him that during the 
vears when he was associated with the pro- 
duction of opera We did not have the privilege 
of visiting Ireland. He hoped that the 
deficiency on his part was going to be 
remedied in the near future. (Applause.) 
That would depend entirely en the excellent 
public of Dublin, -They were aware that not 
only had opera. been firmly establishe™ almost’ 
everywhere else ih the world, but continued 
to flourish even more than it did in the pre- 
war period. Everywhere the standard had 
been improved as compared with the pre- 
war standard. That was so, not only in the 
countries where opera began, but also in the 
newer countries of the world; and they had 
the ‘curious spectacle of a distant British 
Dominion, such as Australia, supporting more 
opera to-day than any part of these islands. 

IMPROVED STANDARD. 

He thought that that was due to lack of 
opportunity. There was in Ireland, as in 
England, a definitely musical public, with 
traditions of a very high standard in some 
respects. ‘That standard it was not easy to 
satisfy with an ordinary “ common or garden”’ 
article. The greater part of the public would 
like to get something good, and if that were 
not available they would almost prefer to do 
without it altogether. 

Nowhere outside these islands did any- 
body try to make opera pay. A man who 
tried to make opera pay in any other country 
was at once incarcerated in a lunatic asylgm 
as an extreme type of madman. (Laughter.) 
In England they had been trying to make 
opera pay for two hundred years. In foreign 
countries that mysterious entity known as 
the State paid for opera to some extent, and 
municipalities and other public organisations 
also helped to pay for it. 

“That, is not our way,” said Sir Thomas 
Beecham. ‘‘ We do not look on music as a 
necessity. It is looked on, according to the 
point of view, by some as a delight, by some 
as & fad, by some as a piece of snobism, and 
by others as a public nuisance; but nobody 
looks on it as an element of education.” 

DUBLIN’S REPUTATION. 

He had ruled out governing bodies as 
sources of income, and he had laid it down 
that opera should not be paid for by those 
who did not want it, but should be paid for 
by those who did want it. To enable the 
latter class to give its support he had formed 
the plan of the League of Opera, with its 
fund to cover the inevitable loss that would 
be incurred in giving the finest opera imagin- 
able at prices that could be charged. 

In England and Scotland he had produced 
some hundred operas. About. seventy of 
those were new to the public when he pro- 
duced them, and, he thought, had not been 
produced in Jreland at all. 

He went on to explain his idea of giving 
English-speaking musicians the chance of 
being heard in their home countrier to an 
extent that had not been possible hitherto, 
and he mentioned Mr. John McCormack as 
an instance of an artist who had gone else 
where for his operatic opportunities. 

“This town.” he continued, “has a just 
and ancient reputation for being musical. I 
know that whenever I have had the pleasure 
of coming here there has always been a 
splendid audience and an appreciative and 
critical one, It will be the greatest pleasure 
to.me to come here in an operatic enterprise.” 

In order to have a claim to one week’s 
opera under his plan, he explained, a town 
would have to find 3,000 subscribers to the 
League; for two weeks 6,000, and so on. 
Dublin, he said, ought to have at least one 
month’s magnificent opera. They could 
reckon what would be the necessary number; 
it was not a very large proportion of the 
population.

Cork’s Increased Prosperity : Proposed Alterations in 
Harbour Charges: Agricultural Exports : 
Tonnage Dues on Liners.

There appears to be no reason to doubt 
that the Cork Harbour Commissioners’ 
application for an order under the 
Harbour, Docks and Piers (Temporary 
Increases of Charges) Act, 1920, to vary 
present charging powers will be granted 
by the Ministry, who recently were inter- 
viewed on the subject by the Chairman 
of the Board, Mr. Frank J. Daly. When 
this authority has been granted an 
immediate result will be a reduction in 
the dues on agricultural exports and also 
in the charges on imported wheat. 

It is likely that the following will be 
the modified dues charged under the 
various headings :—Exports—Cattle (over 
two years), 1ls.; under two years, 5d. ; 
horses, 4s.; eggs, 2s.; pigs, 6d.; sheep, 


POSSIBLE INCREASE IN LINERS’ 
DUES. 

These reductions are calculated to result 
in a loss to the Board’s income of almost 
£4,750, and, in the event of this amount 
being outside their resources, they are 
seeking power to alter the present fixed 
rate on liners calling at the port, so as to 
fix the harbour dues on the basis of ld. 
per ton. This step, which would meet 
with a considerable amount of opposition, 
will, T understand, be resorted to only as 
a last resort, to take effect only should 


have too serious an effect on the Board’s 
revenue. 

It has been suggested that the high dues 
formerly charged have resulted in a diver- 
sion of -trafie under these headings 
through other ports, where the rates are 
lower, and, therefore, under the new 
system a very substantial increase should 
take place in the exports from Cork 
Harbour. 

GOODS LANDED FROM LINERS. 

In the event of an increase being found 
advisable in the tonnage dues on liners, 
could not some concession be made in 
their case which would facilitate the 
shipping companies and. benefit the port 
and traders generally? One suggestiun 
worthy of consideration is that ships 
should be permitted to land small parcels 
of merchandise up to, say, 25 tons, with- 
out causing interference with their status 
as passenger boats. 

One of the secrets of the success of 
other trans-Atlantic ports is that this 
unloading of limited quantities of goods 
is permitted. At Cork. however, an almost 
prohibitive rate is charged on consign- 
this description landed at 
Queenstown, and it regularly happens 
that these small parcels, consigned to

local traders, are taken on to Liverpool, 
and from there transhipped to Cork, with 
the result that there is considerable delay 
and expense which could otherwise be 


avoided. 
TRADE OUTLOOK. 

Despite the considerable amount of 
destitution and prevalent unemployment, 
there are unmistakable signs of a welcome 
return to prosperity in the trade of the 
city. The improvement has not been very 
rapid, but has taken place steadily during 
the past few years, and among business 
men generally there is a growing feeling 
of optimism in regard tothe future, “ Cork 
at the present time could afford to pay

merchant to me yesterday, and his outlook 
is by no means extravagant compared with 
that of other business men of the city. 
This change for the better has been re- 
flected in the increased traffic at the port, 
and a gratifying feature is the large in- 
crease in’ agricultural exports. During 
the last financial year 99,109 pigs were 
exported to cross-Channel ports, compared 
with 17,274 during the previous twelve | 
months; and during the same period the 
quantity of butter exported rose from 
8,613 tons to 11,282 tons. There was a 
fall in the number of exported cattle and 
horses, but while imported wheat showed a 
marked increase, the quantity exported 
was more than double that of the previous 
year. 
The irhprovement is being maintained 
throughout the present year, and at the 
last meeting of the Harbour Board it was 
reported that revenue for the period ended 
órd March last was £47,431, an increase 
of £936 over the income for the corre- 
sponding period of last year. 


FARMERS’ EVIDENT ENTERPRISE. 
The director of one large concern trad- 
ing extensively with agriculturists through- 
out the Free State told me recently that 
on all sides there was apparent a grow- 
ing desire on the part of the farmers of 
the country to take every possible step for 
the improvement of their stock and crops. 
He suggested that the change in the 
political situation in the Free State last 
year may have accounted for the increased 
confidence; and, he added, that never 
before did the farmers seem more inclined 
to spend money on up-to-date machinery, 
implements or artificial manures. 

My informant threw an interesting side- 
light on the prosperity of the agricultural 
community in general, when he said that 
in sixty years’ trading his firm had not 
made a single “ bad debt ” with a farmer. 
“ Some of them may be disinclined or un- 
willing. to part with their money,’’ he 
added, “bat that is, perhaps, understand- 
abl, and the majority of them can well 
afford to pay.” 

WORKING CONDITIONS IN CORK. 

During the past few weeks the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce has been 
investigating working conditions in Cork. 
Mr. R. C. Ferguson last week interviewed 
a large number of employers, together 
with representatives of the two Chambers 
of Commerce, and yesterday he heard 
views of the labour organisations in the 
city. Mr. R. 8S. Anthony, T.D., told me 
that the trades chiefly concerned were the 
body-building and -coach-making and 
kindred industries. Recently a move was 
made to have this industry established in 
the Munster capital. 

Mr. Ferguson’s inquiries, I understand, 
were generally in the nature of informal 
conversations with the various deputa- 
tions, but itis to be hoped that as a result 
of his visit some further schemes for the 
relief of unemployment may be provided. 

INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC. 

A wave of influenza—fortunately of a 
mild form—has swept over the city, and 
while there is a large number of adult 
victims the majority of the sufferers are 
children. At least one school] has already 
been closed in consequence of the epidemic, 
and it is not unlikely that the pupils at 
some of the other schools will also receive 
the doubtful benefit of an enforced 
holiday.

THE NICENE CREED. 

“The Church’s Common Confession of 
Faith’? was the subject of a sermon preached 
in Christ Church Cathedral, Dublin, yester- 
day afternoon by the Rev. W. Bell. 

Seeking among the historic statements of 
the Christian faith for one that commanded 
the agreement of the Churches, the fourth 
section of the Lausanne Conference found :— 
‘* Notwitstanding the difference in doctrine 
among us, we are united in a common 
Christian Faith which is proclaimed in the 
Holy Scriptures and is witnessed and safe- 
guarded in the Oecumenical Creed, commonly 
éalled the Nicene, and in the Apostles’Creed, 
which faith is continuously confirmed in the 
spiritual experience of the Church of Christ.” 
The: importance of such a statement of 
common faith unanimously agrees to by 
delegates of one hundred and three churches, 
representing twenty different groups of 
systems, East and West, cannot surely be over- 
estimated, said the preacher. 

To preserve a proper balance between faith 
in Christ and belief in the Creeds is not 
always. easy; and so there are sometimes 
those who accuse the Church of exalting 
dogma at the expense of what they call ‘‘the 
simple Gospel.” It is as if one were to 
blame an army for manning the ramparts as 
well as guarding the citadel. In our Creeds 
the simple gospel of Christ is safeguarded, 
and that is their purpose. They are an 
inevitable corollary of the Gospel; and 
Lausanne has recognised that for any effec- 
tive reunion of Christendom they are essen- 
tial. Recognition of these two Creeds was 
the more readily gained because of two 
facts—first, they are a common heritage, 
going back beyond all separations to the days 
of an undivided Church; and, second, they 
contain nothing that is not implicit in the 
New Testament. 

The fact that the Nicene Creed was a 
symbol of unity, and not of discord, may well 
surprise some who hold that ‘Rationalist 
criticism has undermined the Creeds. Oppo- 
nents of the Reformation told us that private 
judgment, had léd to anarchy in belief; that 
revolt from Roman authority was issuing in 
rejection of the distinctive Christian doe- 
trines. In the Anglican communion we are 
often accused of too great tolerance; wé cer- 
tainly believe that the dangers of free dis- 
cussion are less than the dangers of suppres- 
Sion. When we find the Nicene Creed after 
so many centuries acting as a bond of union 
in spite of so much discussion, may we not 
at least claim that freedom is justified of her 
children? 

In one direction there is great cause for 
hopefulness; for the Lausanne deliberations 
on “ A Common Confession ” surely indicate 
that, given time and earnest -will, no 
essential barrier of fundamental belief need 
stand in the way of a reunited Christendom.

DIFFICULTIES OF 
MISSIONARIES ABROAD. 


The third of the series of sermons on 
‘Problems of To-day’’ was preached yes- 
terday in the Magdalen Church, Dublin, by 
the Rev. J. Curtis, B.D., who has spent 21 
years working in China. The subject of the 
sermon was ** The Non-Christian Peoples and 
the Problem of Our Attitude Towards Them. 
There are, Mr. Curtis said, a good many 
things which made it harder for the Message 
of the Gospel to have its full effect at the 
present time. These things might be summed 
up roughly as the sins, negligences and 
ignorances of the Christian world. 

Our whole attitude towards the undeveloped 
nations in going into their countries, making 
claims for ourselves, and calling the territory 
claimed a part of our Empire, is one of the 
factors which make it harder for the Gospel 
to have its full effect to-day. In latter days 
we use our power there for the benefit of the 
people of the country, but, ordinarily speak- 
ing, our attitude has been one of absolute 
dependence on the power of the sword. 

here are other things, which might more 
kindly be described as negligences. There 
are in parts of the City of Dublin houses 
falling imto diSrepair; swarths of children 
with nowhere but the streets to play. A con- 
dition of things is growing up through care- 
lessness in which it is impossible for a large 
section of our population to live in decency. 

There is class strife—the war of those who 
are in want and trying to get a better share 
of this world’s goods. All these things have 
grown up in the middie of our Christian 
civilisation. 

Amongst the ignorances of the Christian 
world comes our attitude towards war—the 
fac#that at this stage of Christian civilisa- 
tion we should still look on war as a normal 
process; that, despite the gospel of peace, we 
still think of war as a normal way of settling 
disputes between nations is surely an awful 
anachronism. 

We must put a great deal more thought 
and work into the matter of Christian unity. 
In China there are 130 different denomina- 
tions, apart from the Roman Catholic and 
Eastern Churches, spreading the knowledge 
of the Gospel. It is impossible that the best 
work could be done ander such conditions. 
We want a better national outlook on our 
relations with other nations. A Church united 
in itself would be able really to represent the 
mb, of Christ to the nations of the whole 
world.

MIDIETON MILLS 
CLOSED. 


DEMAND FOR TAX ON 
FOREIGN FLOUR. e 


Messrs. Hallinan’s flour mills, Midleton, 
County Cork, closed last Saturday night 
as a result of an over-stock of flour- 
milling stuffs, Eighty workers are affected. 
A public meeting was held in the 
Courthouse yesterday, when a resolution 
of the mill workers calling for a tax on 
foreign flour, and protesting against its 
importation, was adopted. 

Mr. Caseman, Chairman of the local 
Urban Council, presided. The other 
members of the Council and Messrs. 
Hennessy and Carey, T.D,’s, and Geany, 
of the Town Improvements 
Association, also were present. 


A VITAL QUESTION. 
Mr, Carey said that it was such a vital 
question that it had taken the millers a 
considerable time to put their case before 
the Tarii. Commission. From every platform 
on which he had stood he had advocated a 
tariff on foreign flour. In the recent vote 
on the constitution of the Commission in 


the present members, because, to his mind, 
they were fully conversant with the question 
of tariffs, and it would, at least, take two 
years more to have any finding if they had 
been put out of office. The local retailers 
owed a certain duty to the ratepayers and 
the workers. They should stock only home- 
manufactured flour, and the consumer of the 
bread should see that it was so manufactured. 
Mr. John O’Brien said that they might be 
told, if they got a tariff on flour, that the 
price of bread would be raised, ‘There was 
no truth in that; for if the bread was in- 
creased by a penny per loaf what did it 
matter to the workers if they were all em- 
ployed? English millers. obtained a good 
price in their own country, and they had a 
biz population to consume the product, and 
they could keep the mills working by dump- 
ing the surplus here at a shockingly low 
price, 
THE SOLUTION. 

Mr. Hennessy said that the solution of the 
matter was that the people should purchase 
the local commodity. Their grievance that 
day was not an isolated one; for similar 
conditions were prevalent all over the 
country. 

The Tariff Commission, he ‘said, had not 
given any cause for complaint as to undue 
delay in the examination and investigation 
of applications already laid before them, and 
they were absolutely impartial and quite 
competent to deal with and report * the 
applications presented. They were not ‘Whole- 
time officials, and the work was of a highly 
difficult and technical nature. They would 
all agree that in matters, such as these, a 
thorough investigation was necessary. He 
did not think it would be advisable to take 
the plunge in the dark, which the Fianna 
Fail Deputies invited them to do. When 
they could give the time to the examina- 
tion of those difficult questions, that the 
Cumann na nGaedheal members had given 
for the past three or four years they would 


He 
(Mr. Hennessy) believed that the Tariff Com- 
mission would report favourably on this par- 
ticular application from the millers. He had

DUMPING, 
He was satisfied that dumping on a large 
scale was taking place at the moment, and he 
had been told that during the past fortnight 
flour had been dumped at 16s., or 2s. per ton 
under the home-milled stuff. He thought 
that this question should be thoroughly in- 
vestigated, and legislation introduced. He 
foretold that the economic war to come would 
be a much more difficult problem than the 
olitical war of a few years ago, and if Ire- 
and was to be the dumping ground for 
foreign stuffs they would all have to clear 
cut, 
He concluded by stating that, in the un- 
likely event of the Tariff Commission report- 
ing against the millers, the Cumann na 
nGaedheal Deputies would come before their 
supporters, and take counsel with them as to 
their future action. 
It was intimated that a deputation, consist- 
ing of the Chairman, and members of the 
Urban Council, would attend the Town Im- 
provements’ Association meeting to-night, 
and press for support for home-milled flour.

| Afghanistan. 

To-morrow the King and Queen of 
Afghanistan will arrive in England. 
Never before has an Afghan monarch 
travelled to Europe, and the royal tour of 
the Western world which culminates in 
the visit to Britain is an event that marks 
the awakening of a vital centre of Asia 
to the twentieth century—the entry of an 
antique State into the polity of modern 
civilisation. Nine years ago the Amir 
Amanullah, whom the Prince of Wales 
will welcome at Dover, and the King and 
Queen will entertain in London, was 
England’s enemy. The Great War had 
ended. The victorious but weary armies 
were being demobilised. Unrest was 
abroad. From their highland fastnesses 
the Afghan forces swept gown upon the 
Indian, frontier. The Indian Army, 
seasoned and well-equipped, proved more 
formidable than the hot heads of tribes- 
men had imagined, and repulsed the 
onslaught. Relations between the 
Imperial Government and the Afghan 
kingdom, however, came up for revision, 
and Britain relinquished certain power of 
control over Afghanist@n’s foreign rela- 
tions. The young king now found 
himself committed to the unaided main- 
tenance of his country’s freedom in the 
face of a. new and remarkable situation. 
His country is bounded on the north by 
the River Oxus, and on the other side of 
that vulnerable frontier, Bolshevism 
ruled. Tribal States which formerly were 
subject to the Tsars now were nominally 
independent, and possessed of a Soviet 
constitution. Their peoples were of one 
stock with those of Afghanistan, and 
Bolshevism, which has manifested in two 
continé&ts a power of osmotic infection, 
threatened to. spread into the Amir’s 
territories. 

King Amanullah has recognised the 
need of friendship with Britain. In turn, 
it is to Britain’s interest that he should 
succeed in his personal and economic aims. 
It_has been Britain’s consistent policy to 
maintain Afghanistan as an independent 
State, serving as a buffer between the 
Indian Empire and the encroachments of 
Russia. To this end, treasure and blood 
have been poured: out, and for a century 
the strong hand of England has been the 
safeguard of the -Afghan monarchy.

The 
British frontier advanced, and at last was 
drawn firmly at its present strategic line. 
It is not remarkable that the tribes 
regarded this curbing of their ancient 
habits with jealousy or dull resentment. 
The task of enlightened Afghan leaders is 
to eradicate the old, barbarous instincts. 
King Amanullah, since he settled down 
to the sound policy of developing his 
country on modern European lines, has 
gone far. Afghanistan has a larger area 
than France, and about six and a half 
million inhabitants, Large regions in her 
territory were stripped of population in 
the Tartar wars of old and wait to be re- 
peopled. For the present her economic 
progress must be confined to trade with 
more highly advanced countries. Her 
exports, says Lieutenant-Genera]l Sir 
George MacMunn in The Nineteenth 
Century and. After, must.be hides, dried 
fruit, and fresh fruit sent by refrigerator 
to India, together with certain spices and 
condiments dear to the Indian bazaars. 
Industrial development wil] come slowly ; 
firstly, because her people still are mainly 
tribal and have scope ‘enough for im- 
prevement in rural pursuits, and, 
secondly, because she lacks power and 
efficient transport. Yet even now modern 
engineering science is established. Euro- 
pean engineers have been admitted, and 
the abundant mountain streams havo. been 
harnessed to the production of electrical 
current. The Amir’s new palace and the 
adjacent. new suburb are lit by electricity. 
Roads are being built; and. motor vehicles 
are running from Kabul’ to the Indian 
frontier. Railways have. not appeared 
yet, and Sir George MacMunn thinks that 
King Amanullah and his advisers will 
be inclined for many years to oppose 
their introduction as dangerous to the 
independent development of the country. 


Ireland's Rugby Record. 


At Cardiff, on Saturday, the Irish 
Rugby team completed its international 
programme with a fine victory over Wales. 
This Irish victory Jeaves the international 
championship in an interesting position. 
If England beats Scotland, at Twicken- 
ham, next Saturday, in the historic 
contest for the Calcutta Cup, she not only 
will win the championship’ outright, but 
also will win the mythical “ Triple 
having conquered Scotland, 
Wales and Ireland. A draw also would 
give her the championship; but, if Scot- 
Jand should win—and stranger things have 
happened in Rugby—Ireland and England 
will share the honours. Ireland has had 
very hard luck during the last three 
seasons. Two years ago she defeated Eng- 
land and: Scotland, only to succumb to 
Wales at Swarisea, alter having led at 
half-time. Last year an unlucky defeat at 
Twickenham lost her the “ Triple 
Crown ’’; for she conquered Scotland in 
the mud at Lansdowne road and beat 
Wales decisively some weeks afterwards; 
while this year that fatal dropped goal 
in the English match robbed her of victory 
by a single point. Al] these disappoint- 
ments, are part and parcel of 
the game, and Ireland has good cause to 
be proud of her record during the last 
Her recovery in Rugby since 
the war has been remarkable. France and 
Flanders took a heavy toll of Irish Rugby 
men, and when the game was resumed in 
1920 the gloomiest predictions were made. 
Nevertheless, Ireland has 
produced some of the finest players in her 
Rugby history. Mr. W. E. Crawford, 
who still is playing a fine game for Lans- 
downe, will go down in Rugby annals as 
one of the greatest full-backs that. ever 
played the game; the brothers Hewitt, at 
centre and wing three-quarter, were irresis- 
tible in day, while the brothers 
Stephenson were equally brilliant. Dr. 
G. V. Stephenson, who led Ireland to 
victory on Saturday, must have been a 
proud man when he was shouldered from 
the Cardiff field by his boisterous admirers. 
Not only did his side win handsomely, 
but he created a new “ record ” in Rugby 
football. Saturday’s match was Dr. 
Stephenson’s thirty-fifth consecutive inter- 
national. Only one other player in the 
history of the game—the famous “ Dicky ”’ 
Owen, the Welsh half-back—has played in 
thirty-five matches, and even his “ caps’”’ 
were not consecutive. Dr. Stephenson is 
still at the height of his form. He has 
gone to live in London, but at present he 
has no intention of retiring from the game, 
and, if all goes well, there is very little 
doubt that next year he will lead Ireland 
again, thus establishing yet another 
‘* yecord ” which is likely to remain un- 
challenged for many a day to come. The 
popularity of Rugby in Ireland is in- 
creasing every year. New clubs are being 
started throughout the country, and we 
are glad to learn that in the Free State 
provinces the game is in, a flourishing 
condition, Munster seems to be giving the 
rest of the country a lead in this respect, 
and when we remember the giants that the 
southern province has given to the game, 
we are encouraged to have high hopes for 
the future.

The Weather. 


An unprejudiced visitor to these islands 
would. infer, from what he hears, that 
the weather not only is bad at all times, 
but that it must be the worst in the world. 
This is ungrateful. We: all have found 
that, as soon as arrangements have been 
completed for a summer holiday, the sun 
retires from the heavens for a space of 
weeks and A®olus releases so.ne of his most 
piercing and persistent east winds, but 
who remembers then, with due thankful- 
ness, ‘the delightful summer weather of 
January? The motto of the wise man is: 
Be prepared—for anything, A fortnight 
ago we were wallowing—if so unpoetic a 
word may be-~ allowed—in sunshine. 
Dwellers in. the country were enraptured 
by the swift and visible approach of spring 
in field and hedge, and many” optimists 
had: discarded their overcoats—‘‘for the 
summer,’’ as they fondly babbled. All 
that is past. Winter has set in again 
during the week-end, and the weather 
reports are cold comfort. Motorists on the 
Dublin mountains have found themselves 
in a blizzard. The roads in North Wales 
have been blocked by snow-drifts,- and 
sheep have had to be-taken in from the 
fields.. After yesterday’s snow-fall there is 
a prospect’ of a severe frost. So far, how- 
ever, 1928 has not been so bad a year as 
its predecessor, which, judging from a 
summary issued by the Meteorological 
Office on Friday, really did give some 
legitimate. cause for grumbling. . ‘‘ The 
outstanding features of the year 1927 were 
the persistent rain, thunderstorms, floods 
and lack of sunshine during the summer 
months and early autumn, June-Septem- 
ber inclusive, and the ,excessive wetness 
of the year as a whole. To find a summer 
which, in respect of persistent wetness, 
can compare with that of 1927 it is 
necessary to go back to the black year of 
1879." Ireland did not fare quite so 


good year, even as years go. There is a 
grain of consolation in the reminder that 
forty-eight years elapsed between the two 
“ black ” years, but it would be perilous 
to build too much upon that assumption.

The first intimation of his illness reached 
his parents last Saturday through the 
Colonial Office, and was followed ih a few 
hours by a telegram from that Office an- 
nouncing his decth on Friday night.

THE RIGHT REV. DR. CHAVASSE. 


The Right Rev. Dr. F. J. Chavasse, some- 
time Bishop of Liverpool, died yesterday at 
St. Peter's House, Oxford, aged 82 years. 
Dr. Chavasse was born at Sutton Coldfield, 
Warwickshire, in 1846. He was educated at 
Oxford, where he took firsts in Law and 
History. He became curate at St. Paul's, 
Preston, and remained there for three years 
before going to London as Vicar of St. Paul’s, 
Upper Holloway. In 1878 he went back to 
Oxford as Rector of St. Peter Le Bailey, and 
m the following vear became Principal of 
Wycliffe Hall. 

un 1900 Dr. Chavasse was appointed Bishop 
of Liverpool. He retired five years ago, having 
been Bishop of Liverpool for 23 years, and 
once more returned to his beloved Oxford. 
He leaves two sons—the Rev. C. M. Chavasee, 
Rector of St. Aldate’s, Oxford, and Dr. F. B. 
Chavasse, eye specialist, at Liverpool, and 
three daughters. His wife died last July, and 
ie buried at Liverpoool. 

Dr. Chavasse lost two sons in the war. One. 
Captain Noel G. Chavasse, was a Medical 
Officer @t the Royal Southern Hospital, Liver- 
pool, and joined the Royal Army Medical 
Corps in 19153. 
(Liverpool Scottish) King’s Own, and served 
ae them. in France. In October, 1916, 

Ne reg Chavasse, who already had gained the 
Military Cross, was awarded the V.C. for 
gallaiitry at Guillemont, and in September, 
1917, gained a bar to his Victorin Cross. On 
this occasion, though severely wonnded when 
bringing in a wounded man, he continued to 
search for, bring in, and.attend to wounded 
men. He died from his wounds.

The Franchise Bill. 


The Home Secretary is to bring in the 
new Franchise Bill to-morrow afternoon, 
and. the long expected. text of the measure 
should be available on Tuesday. Now 
that the clause providing for the dis- 
qualification of paupers has been ‘dropped, 
it is improbable that the measure will 
meet with any great opposition, the 
principle having been accepted ‘by all 
parties. The bill is somewhat more im- 
portant than might’ be supposed; for it 
will put men and women on an equality 
so far as’ the franchise is concerned,’ and 
women, if qualified, will be given a double 
vote, one for business premises, jist the 
same as men. One little difficulty—that of 
the expenses of candidates for seats in 
Parliament—will have to be threshed out 
on the floor of the House. The scale is 
now sevenpence pe head, but this, when 
extended by some. thousands, will be 
prohibitive. The bill will, therefore, sug- 
gest a considerable. reduction, but the 
proposal is: purely tentative, the Govern- 
ment. being anxious to secure the opinion 
of the members on this point. 


The Winter, Academy. 


The winter exhibition of the Royal 
Academy, with its ccllection of old masters 
bequeathed to the nation by Lord Iveagh, 
closed yesterday after a great success, 
some two hundred thousand people having 
paid for admission. The number of 
visitors is almost as large as that recorded 
for the exhibition of “Flemish art last 
winter. The pictures are to be removed 
to the Manchester City Art Gallery imme- 
diately they are packed and ready for 
transport, and this, it is expected, will 
be towards the end of the week. The 
collection wil] be conveyed in motor lorries, 
the journey being made by road, and the 
cars will be rendered fireproof and as 
strong as possible. Workmen are being 
sent trom Manchester to pack the pictures 
and to accompany them on their journey, 
whet a strong police guard will also attend 
the motor lorries. It is now said that the 
pictures are valued at £600,000. 


France’s Gold Policy. 


The uneasiness felt in the City of Lon- 
don regarding the probable gold policy of 
France continues, and this is interesting. 
to a wider circle, because it may have an 
effect on the prospective amalgamation of 


_the Bank of England and Treasury Note 


issues. It will depend upon France and 
her gold policy whether the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer will be able to announce 
the.amalgamation in his Budget speech. 
France will, in due course, re-value the 
franc, and also adopt a gold standard, 
and, in preparation for these events, 
probably will wish to augment her gold 
reserves.. She is in a position to with- 
draw gold both from London and New 
York, because the Bank of France holds 
foreign currencies of an estimated value 
of - £200,000,000, a reserve acquired in 
connection with the stabilisation of the 
franc. 
take gold both from the United States and 
England is remarkable, seeing that only a 
few years ago she appeared. to be on the 
verge: of economic disaster through the 
serious depreciation of her currency. 


London and Paris. 


The position with regard to the goid 
reserve is somewhat complicated ; for dur- 
ing the war France as a security for a 
loan sent to London £56,000,000 in gold, 
which was sent“by us to the United States 
in payment for war matertals. France 
desires to get this gold returned by re- 
paying the advance ; but it would be most 
inconvenient for this country to part with 
so great a sum, and it is possible that an 
arrangement will be reached between the 
Bank of England and the Federal Reserve 
of New York, the French demand being 
satisfied by the United States, thus pre- 
venting any heavy withdrawals in Lon- 
don. It appears inevitable that the 
future course of the Money Market in 
London must be influenced by the neécessi- 
ties of France.

NEED FOR A REST. 


If markets could have a period of rest in 
which the weak elements of the situation 
could be eliminated a serious reaction in 
valnes might be averted. Unfortunately, at 
such times as those through which we have 
lately been passing speculators as a body 
lose their sense of values and refuse to face 
the fact that an upward movement in prices 
cannot go on indefinitely. Shares are bought 
irrespective of the yield afforded or of what 
are believed to be intrinsic merits, the latter, 
indeed, being completely ignored as a rule, 
for the sole object is to reap a fit from a 
further appreciation in the price. It is this 
craving for capital appreciation that is the 
basis of the present movement in industrials, 
and few if any buy the popular shares for 


- the sake of the return upon the money em- 


ployed, or because of the prospective yield 
when the expected increase in dividends is an 
accomplished fact. There are cases where 
the upward movement in prices has been 
greatly assisted by what must be termed 
market manipulation. Certain groups obtain 
control of a block of shares with a view to 
bringing about a substantial appreciation, 
and not infrequently their efforts are greatly 
assisted by the fact that some professional 
operators have had the temerity to sell short. 
The efforts of the bears to cover have greatly 
contributed, as usual, to the rise in the price. 
It is, perhaps, inadvisable to say, which parti- 
cular shares have been subject to these in- 
fluences, but it should not be difficult for the 
public to identify them, and because of the 
conditions which obtain the market for such 
issues is potentially so dan that the 
ordinary individual should leave it to the 
professionals and the outside speculators.

According to official statistics, 
more than one-half of the butter imported 
into England is supplied by two countries— 
namely, Denmark and New Zealand, the 
former sending the larger proportion. In the 
last four years imports of Danish butter have 
averaged 1,823, vn. or nearly one-third 
of the total receipts í rom all sources, while 
in 1927 their contribution very nearly reached 
two million cwt. New Zealand butter has 
ave 1,1 ewt., or a little more than 
one-fifth of the total. Australia comes third 
with an average of about 765,000 cwt., or 
15 per cent, of the total; but Australian sup- 
plies show much wider variations than those 
from sources, some 1,161,000 cwt, 
riving in 1996, but only 489,000 cwt. last 
yess, be Argentine and the Irish Free State 
PRY about half a million cwt.
